The trustees voted to purcha.se from 
Milton Steinberger a 1-ton truck for 
the street department. It was al.so 
voted to make over the old Ford for 
fire deparment purposes. The old 
chemical tank will l)e mounted on it 
and it will be placed in Sierra Madre 
Canyon. 

Water problems weie discussed 
briefly. Trustee Toping said he be¬ 
lieved a general survey should be 
made and a committee of citirens 
called in for consultation as to the 
program to be adopted before at- 
lenijiting to vote a bond issue. At his 
suggestion the board named such a 
committee to consist of L. E. Stein- 
beiger, Harvey H. Steinberger, Mrs. 
Milton Steinberger, A. N. Carter, M. 
D. Welsher, I.«wis Newcomb, and one 
other to be named by the irrigators’ 
association. 

The board adjouri'etf to meet Thurs- 
<iay, Aug. 16, to take up the city 
budget and tax rate.

RA'ITLERS ARE NUMEROUS 

IN THE BACK RANGES 


A. N. Carter and daughter, .Annetla, 
with some Pasadena friends, returned 
Saturday from Chileo, where they en¬ 
joyed a three weeks outing. Mr. Car¬ 
ter said they killed thirteen rattle¬ 
snakes during their stay in that re¬ 
gion. They were the most numerou.s 
in his recollection of many seasons in 
the mountains. Others have brought 
the same report.s tliis .--eason, seeming 
to give substance to the theory of 
propagation of the rattler race in cer¬ 
tain periods of years. Some say the 
period is once in .seven years. 

A commonly accepted theory re 
gurding rattlers is the development of 
one rattle each year. Mr. Carter .says 
it has been proven that age has little 
to do with the number of rattles, a 
snake kept in clu.se confinement for 
obsciwation having developed several 
rattles in a single .sca.son. 

The prevalence of rattlesnakes did 
not cause Mr. Carter and his party to 
hasten home. They actually extend¬ 
ed their stay ofie week and only 
wishetl they could stay longer.

MONROVIA TO TRY ZONING 


Final hearing on the petition to an- 
ne.x, tlic Sierra Madre s*-hool district 
to the Pa.sadena district will take 
place l)efoie the board of supervisors 
Momluy morning. At that time sup¬ 
plementary petitions both for and 
against the change will be presented. 

During the week circulars signe«i by 
the Civic assmdation and Chamber of 
Commerce have been circulated, a.sk- 
iiig people who signed the original pe¬ 
tition to withdraw their names. Those 
who did not sign the i)etition are askeil 
to sign the petition of protest, copies 
being on file at the lieadciuarter.s of 
both organizations. 

Data has been prepared giving in¬ 
disputable evidence of the number of 
families in Sierra Madre and showing 
that the original petition did not have 
anything like a majority of heads of 
families as claimed for it. At the pre¬ 
vious hearing County Superinteinlont 
Keppel ridiculed any contention that 
there were more than 600 families in 
the district. 


Gordon Whitnall has been retained 
by the city of Monrovia to map out a 
plan for the zoning of that city. They 
have been through a sanitarium scrap 
over there and are trying to forestall 
further trouble by culling in the ser¬ 
vices of the leading zoning ex|)ert in 
Southern California, the man who 
showed Sierra Ma<lre how to do it. 

Monroviana are also considering a 
change in their form of municipal gov¬ 
ernment. They still operate as a city 
of the .sixth class, but have grown to 
the point where a special charter i.-- 
permis-sable, with commission plan or 
city manager. A petition is in circula¬ 
tion a.sking the city trustees to call an 
election on the <iuestion. Monrovia is 
also up again.st the necessity for fur¬ 
ther water development. The city has 
received expert ativice that $2(K),0()0 
will be the cost of the necessary pro¬ 
gram.

AS TO GAME AND HUNTERS

Announcement is made by Southern 
division headquarters of the Sports¬ 
men’s Fish and Game commission in 
Los Angeles that licen.-.eil hunters ami 
anglers nay now proet'ed to plan fish 
and game districts, seasons and bag- 
limits they already know from past 
experience afield. 

Principal among the changes is the 
repeal of tlie affidavit provision for 
transporting a lawfully killed deer in¬ 
to or through “game refuges” or other 
districts where its possession is illegal 
except under properly executed oath 
before entering closcil territory. Tliis 
should have caused those whose vaca¬ 
tions came in August to arrange their 
time before the 18lh if desirous of re¬ 
membering friends in the lower coun¬ 
ties of district 4 with “evidence” of 
their prowess as deer hunters. After 
that date, possession of venison is un¬ 
lawful in district 4 until the season 
oi>ens September 16. 

The coast range district?!, numbers 
2, 2'a and 3, comprising roughly the 
counties from Mendocino to Ventura 
inclusive and west of the great rivers, 
again open on deer August 1st to Sep¬ 
tember 14th; the Sierras, both sides, 
district.s 1, I'a and 4Va, Septembr'r 1st 
to October 15th, all dates inclusive. 
District 4 closes also October 15th. 

Tho.so who have fought for Califor¬ 
nia’s game throughout the years will 
rejoice to learn that .sale of ducks and 
gee.so is now forbidden by state as 
well as federal la*. The “duck boot¬ 
legger” of the Sacramento valley rice 
fields has had his day—or rather his 
“night.” Not only is he formally leg¬ 
islated out of his contrabanii business 
but it is as much of an offen.se to buy 
ducks JUS to sell them, and his wejipon 
or Implement of extermination, the 
"long gun,” also is taken from him. 
The posses.sion of an extension maga¬ 
zine upon any automatic shotgun is 
prohibited, and no shotgun can carry 
over six shells hereafter.

.synopsis of condition.s connected with 
the coming eclipse of the sun, which 
i.s bringing .scienti.sts from all 
the world on account of favorable 
condition.s for observation in South¬ 
ern California. 

Tire total eclipse of the sun which 
is to take place on September 10, 1923, 
will be one of the most noteworthy 
incidents of the pre.sent century for 
Southern California. Prof. J’oy of the 
Mount Wilson observatory w’rites me 
that it will be about 99 per cent total 
here. It will be total at the following 
places, the center of totality at the 
hour and minute a,s follows, standard 
Pucitic time. It will be .seen as a 
partial eclip.se at all other places in 
the United States.

Occa.sionally a Yo.semite vi.sitor 
come.s to the Mu.seum with this ques¬ 
tion; “How do deep, round pits hap¬ 
ten to be in certain flat slabs of gran¬ 
ite?” The pits are .so evidently man 
made that the thought of Indians 
must come at once to all ob.servers. 

These pitted rocks are numerous in 
Yosemite valley and they mark the 
sites of ancient villages. Acorns of 
the black oak formed the staple food 
for Yosemite Indians. Becau.se of 
their bitter taste they couhl not be 
eaten as most nuts are eaten but re- 
<iuired elaborate preparation. The 
shells were removed and the rich, oily 
meats were ground to flour. It was 
through hundreds of years of such 
grinding that the round pits were 
made in the flat-topped rocks. Numer¬ 
ous .s(iuaw.s would work around the 
same convenient rock. A rock pound¬ 
er or pestle was the grinder, and rare¬ 
ly one of these smooth cylindrical 
rocks can yet be found near the old 
mortar rock. 

When a ejuantity of acorn flour had 
been preparecl, the bitter tannin was 
removed'. Thi.s was ilone by placing 
the flour in a basin scooped out in a 
pile of clean sand. Warm water was 
then poured over it, which .seeped 
through the sanil and leached out the 
tannin. The flour was then maile into 
patties an<l baked on heated, flat rocks 
or it was matte into a mush and 
cooked in baskets. Baskets could not 
1)0 put over fires of course, so it was 
neces.sary to drop heated rocks into 
the mush, to provide the retjuireil 
heat.

Now Planning Mountain 
Vacations 


(By Charles H. Shinn) 

Years ago, as our train waited on a 
siding in the Coast Range, we heard 
two boys gazing delightedly out upon 
giant Redwoods ask their father, 
“Dad, what kind of trees are they?” 

He glanced up from his newspaper 
^ and said: “Pines, I guess.” 

So the lads calleil them pines until 
a brakeman, hearing them, grunte<l, 
i “Them’s Redwoorls.” 

Becau.se misinformation is infinitely 
: worse than plain ignorance, we want 
to tell all our tourist friends what we 
can about .some of California’s cone¬ 
bearing trees. 

The Sugar Pine 

First of them all, we name the tree 
John Muir .so loved—the sugar pine, 

, the fine.st of all the pines in the world. 
It often grows 200 feet high, with a 
trunk from four to eight feet through. 
The bark is reddish brown in color;, 
the leaves (needles) are dark green, 
five in a bundle, and about three and 
a half inches long. The beautiful 
cones are from twelve to twenty 
inches long and clear light brown' 
when dry. When green they hang in 
bunches from the tips of the branches. 
This tree is found from Southern Ore-, 
gon to Lower California. In the Sier-' 
ra Nevada mountains of California it, 
reaches its best conditions from 5000 
to 6000 feet above thesea. 

The western yellow pine is found 
in all the states west of the great' 
plains, and also in Briti.sh Columbia 
and Northern Mexico. In the Sierras 
it grows most often with the .sugar 
pine from which it is easily distin¬ 
guished by its longer needles (four to^ 
eleven inches) occurring in bunches 
of three. The cones are only three 
or four inches long, red-brown when 
I dry, and when green set in a mass of 
leaves at the ends of branches. The 
bark in old trees forms large, irregu-; 
lar, yellowish plates. 

Jeffrey Pine 

A species clo.sely related to the ^ 
we.stern yellow pine is called Jeffrey 
pine. It is a somewhat spialler tree, 
though its cones are twice as long and 
twice as thick as those of the western 
yellow pine. Its reddish, sometimes' 
almost black bark is broken into nar¬ 
row plates. Its needles occur, like 
those of the we.stern yellow pine, in 
bundles of three. Although occasion-' 
ally found by itself, it is usually asso¬ 
ciated with the western yellow pine. 

The Coulter pine, often called the | 
Bigeone, is common in the mountains; 
of Southern and Lower California. Its 
leaves (needles) are al.so three in clus¬ 
ter and average nine inches in length, 
but are stiffer and heavier than those' 
of the western yellow pine, as are its 
twigs and branches. But the great 
distinguishing point is the size and, 
character of the immense cones, from 
!) to 14 inches long, very heavy aiul 
armed with sharp hooks. 

Digger Pine 

The Digger pine is found in the dry, '■ 
hot foothills. Its bark is a dark gray- ^ 
brown; leaves in sets of three, 8 to 12: 
inches, long grey-green in color and 
sparse. You can see through a Dig¬ 
ger pine while a western yellow pine 
pretty much obstructs the view. 

The cones of the Digger lie close' 
against the trunk or larger branches 
and often .stay on the tree for .several 
years. Not as heavy as the Coulter 
pine cone, it is much heavier and 
harder to handle than the western 
yellow and Jeffrey cones or the lovely 
long but light sugar pine cones. 

Knobcone Pine 

The Knobcone or .scrub pine is a 
small tree 20 to 40 feet in height as 
a rule and seldom as much as 18 
inches through. In slightly different

That Is, he can unless the pipe 
dream comes to a sudden end. For 
one thing the German courts are rul¬ 
ing that the theory “a mark is a mark” 
doesn't go,—that a debtor has to give 
back a fair equivalent for what he re¬ 
ceived and that present paper marks 
worth 120,000 to the dollar are not 
the fair equivalent of former gold 
marks at four to the dollar.

FOUR C.VRLOADS OF .STEEL 

GOES INTO FORD SPRINGS 


Sunshine & Showers

Converting of four carloads of steel 
into 18,000 springs every day is one of 
the interesting manufacturing ope»a- 
tions of the Ford Motor comj)any at 
it.s Highland I’ark plan and the de¬ 
partment at present employs 600 men 
to bring this production, according to 
a statement from Detroit. 

Of particular interest are the e.xtra- 
ordinary tests to which the steel is 
subjected in order to prove it.s 
strength before it is permitted to en¬ 
ter the manufacturing process. 

Before acceptance from the mills, 
.samples of the steel are made into trial 
springs and these are placed in a spe¬ 
cial apparatus where they are sub¬ 
jected to tK),000 continuous vibrations 
of 1850 pounds to each stroke. In ac¬ 
tual u.se, it isn’t often that auto 
springs receive such enormous pres¬ 
sure, and the quality of genuine Ford 
springs is strikingly shown by the fact 
that so-called “Ford” springs made Iry 
outside companies break before 20,000 
of these vibrations. 

Once the metal is found by test to 
be of standard quality, manufacture 
begins. The steel is heated in fur¬ 
naces to 1,500 degrees Fahreidieit and 
the leaves are formed and haniened in 
oil in one operation. Following tliis 
they are tempered in nitrate at 875 
degrees Fahrenheit, then they are 
graphitized and are ready for u.se.

Following up the scries of illustrat 
ed lectures 


of la.st spring conducted by 
Farm Advisor Hodgson in which a 
simple system of orehard analysis was 
presented to the citrus growers of the 
county, arrangements have been made 
by the Agricultural E.xtension Service 
to undertake a limited number of or¬ 
chard analyses for demonstration pur- 
po.ses.

There has been considerable argu¬ 
ment between sportsmen and game 
conservationists as to whether under¬ 
sized trout injured by hooking can be 
exeepted to live if returned to the wa¬ 
ter. Recently a Yo.semite angler 
caught a six-inch Loch Levon trout 
that had suffered a pecular injury. 
Apparently the fish hud been snagged 
and returned to the river. A deep 
wound had been inflicted; * the body 
cavity, walls and intestinal tract were 
completely .severed between the anal 
opening and the pcitic (lust pair) 
fins. The wound hod healed nicely, 
leaving a deep V-.shaped notch on the 
under surface. The most ccmurkuble 
thing in the happening was the for¬ 
ward migration of the vent or anal 
opening. The tom iiite.stines hud 
found a new opening to the outside, 
at a point immediately behind the pel¬ 
vic fins.
